The Wilson-Black-MceClure-Came-
ron Imbroglio.

©ol. McClure Interviewed.

Col. Forney Asked to Testify,

Henntor Wilsen Forgetful of His Promise to
Glve the Whole Truth-MeClure Explains
the Resignatlon Correspendence—It
was nn After-Thounaht te Break
the Fall-CUameren's Wit-
neascs Heviewed.

Senator Wilson has opened afresh the gquestion of
the order of Cameron's retirement from the Lincoln
Cabinet by an article just printed in the A tlanfic
Monthly, In reply to Judge RBlack. He gives the
testimeny of Senators Cameron, Chandier, Wade,
and Ramesey, and of Chlef Justice Chase, to shield
Cameron from the charge of dismissal from the War
Department. As this part of the article makes a
direct 1ssue between Senator Wilson and Colonel
McClure, our reporter called upon the latter this
morning, and after the asaal greetings the [ollow.
ing conversation substantia'ly tranapired :—

Reporter—Have you soen Senator Wilson's articie
in the Adantic for October ?

MeClure—Yes:; I notleed it In Colonel Forneyv's
paper a few days ago, Had Colonel Forney been at
nome It c¢ertalnly would not have been published
without aneditorial correction, for he knows that
Cameron was forced into the Lincoln Cabinet by a
mean bargain that was a fraud upon Mr. Lincoln;
and he knows, also, that Uameron was forced oat of
the Cabinet by the unanimous demand of loyal Con-
gressmen, of loyal tinancial men, of loyal people—
indeed, everybody buat contractors and planderers;
and Colonel Forney knowa, algo, exactly how Came-
ron retired, and how Lincoln, in hig unbounded
kindness and charity, agreed to allow a correspond-
ence to be manufactured, after Cameron's removal,
but antedated, to break his fall before an Indignant
nation upon whose blood and sacrifices he was
gpeculating.

Rep.=Would €olonel Forney have corrected the
statement of Sepator Wilson, if e had been home,
do yon suppose?

MeCQ.—I can't say that he wounld have done so0;
but a8 he knows the truth, ani as common justice to
hig readers and to himsell requires that ic should be
told under the clrecumstances, 1 wonld not be 80 un-
charitable as to assume that Colopel Forpey would
not have vindicated his own manhood by vindicating
the truth of history.

Rep.—]a not Colonel
Iriend?

MeO.—Not at all; nor 18 Cameron his friend,
TForney can never respect the man who debanched
Lebo, Mancer,and Wagongeller from him in 1857, and
defeated him for Senator; nor for debauching the
Republican Legislatare of 1567, and, as he sapposes,
defeating him again, although Forney really had
nobody for him at that time but himself, and he was
dounbtfal; nor will he ever forgive Cameron for de-
eclaring on the floor of the Senate that Forney was a
defaulter, when Cameron knew that e was not one.
Do not apprehend that Forney will ever be Came-
ron's friend. 1le may profess to be 5o, and may dine
Cameron and wine him, and datter him in his news-
papers; but Forney deceives neither himsell nor
Cameron. Both perfectly nnderstand that there is
no sincerity in {t, and they will soon break up agaln,
whenever one or the other can find more protitable
associations, and each will trathfully exclalm *“‘poor
devil" to the other, as of old,

Rep.—But doyou expect Colonel Forney to state
the facts relative to Cameron's removal from the
Cabinet ?

McC,—FPerhaps not now ; but it is only & question
of time. It will come In faming capitals anid
double-leaded articles hy-and-by. It's of littie con-
gequence when it comes; the country can walit for
that testimony, for in the meantime others as well
advised will speak, and the truth will not be en-
dangered, I have written Colonel Forney on the
gubject, and will probably hear from him shortly,

Rep.—Will you allow me to see the letter you ad-
dressed to him ?

McC,—Notnow., It may be necessary to publish
it some time, but not yet,

Rep.—How do you explain Benator Wilson’s
course ?

McC.—Onh! it's not much out of the natural course
of things these days, Senator Wilson wants to do
a8 nearly right as he dare ; bat he has his share of
infirmities, HIs passion 18 the Vice-Presidency, and
he is simply bidding through Cameron for the Penn-
gylvania delegation. In Washington, Cameron has
power, because Girant, In forgetfulness of himself,
has surrendered the patronage of the State to him.
Washington s the last place to learn the will of the
people, and Wilson 18 deceived by Cameron's preten-
siops of popular power into the belief that he is
conrting the man who can give him the State. He
will be wiger before long, but it's his own funeral,
and he has a right to have It his own way.

Rep.—Did you expect such an artiole from My,
Wilson?

MoC.—On the contrary, I had Mr. Wilson's as.
furance, after the appearance of his firat article
Bome months ago, that if he felt called upon to refer
1o the Cameron matter agaln, he would gtate the
fact that Lincoln's letter, delivered to Cameron by
Chage, notifying him of the appointment of Stanton,
was regarded by Chase as objectionable or oifensive
in tone, and that the letter subsequently published
a8 from Lincoln to Camneron was no! the original
letter on that subject, Wildon assured me that
Ohase had admitted to him, after the publlcation of
nis frst article, that the letter to Cameron was
maodified, and he (dld not pretend that there had been
any letter of resignation from Cameron gt the time
Chase delivered Linceln's letter. I confess that [ was
gieatly surprised to find Mr. Wilson entirely for-
getrul of his new nformation, which he admitted
when 1 conferred with blin on the subject, aod still
more gurprised to find him entirely forgetfal of his
voluntary pledge to me to state the whole truth,
ghoold he write again on the subjeet.

Rep.—Did you not see the letter from Lincoln
delivered to Cameron by Chase ?

MeC.—1 did, 1 saw it and read it carefully in
Cameron's presence, and Cameron was most violent
in his depunciation of Lincoln for removing him
without notice, At the same time it was suggested
to Cameron that Lincolo could be Induced to allow
him to antedate & kind letter of resignation and
write & kind acceptance of {t, thus giving his re-
moval the appearance of a voluntary resigustion,
The proposed arrangement was agreed upon, was
carried out, and the correspondence was thus manu.
factured after Cameron's diamissal, Lincoln always
dealt numanely with crushed culprits, and there was
no reason why he should make CAleron an excep-
tion to the rale of his life,

Rep.—What have you to say about the testimony
Wiison gives 1o support Cameron 7

MeC,—It don’'t need much explanation. The
first letter is Cameron's. No rogue ever drew the
halter on himsell, That testimony peeds peither
explanation or refutation. Chandler donbtless wrote
his letter in “the hole In the wall” He evidently
meant to make It satisfactory to Cameron, but from
Bome cause he was oblivious, and he blundered upan
A fearful truth, “lefore Cameron resigned,” says
Chandler, “he (nvited me to breakfast at his house,
to meet Edwin M, Stauton, whom I had then never
met, and twld me that the gentleman | was to mest
had been nominated for Secratary of War at his re-
quest,” If Unmeron hud Stanton nominated before
he resigned, 1 am at 8 loas o know just when he did
redlgn. What I charge 18 that Cameron résigned
after he was removed, and Chandler unwittingly

Forney now Cameron's
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fuscs evebls of nine yers ago, . especinily asto
the particutar time of Particular transactions. Ido
not question that %e breakfasted with Cameron,
Chandier, and Stanton; but Chandler more llkely
teils the story correctly, becanse |t ls conalstent with
the truth. Itis doubtiess true, also, that after Stan-
ton was appointed, Cameron professed to Stanton
that be had named him. Stsnton knew better, how-
ever, and pever in his 1ife seriously accredited Came-
ron with his appotntment. Heé may have done BO
“half playfally,” as Scnator Ramsey relnotantly tes.
tifies, but when he was not in the festive mood, he
always told the truth, Chase means to be trathfal,
but ho was made a catspaw in the whole matter,
a8 will be conclusively shown to the public In a
short time. Cameron’'s removal wad determined
upon by the President and part of the Cabinet before
either Cameron or Chase had any Intimation
of it; and Chase was called in afterwards by the
President as a matter of policy, he being the espe-
clal friend of Cameron, and asked to pull the chest.
nuts out of the fire, He was sent to Cameron with
the letter of removal, and may have talked abont
Stanton, But Chase did notthen know, and does
not now know, that before that time Cameron's
removal was positively decided upon by the Presi-
dent and the anti-Chase wing of the Cabinet. Mr.
Welles can fully expiain this. Mr. Chase, there-
fore, writes the truth, to the best of his knowledge,
when he says that he sapposed himaalf well informed
as to the circumstances, and that Ca.ueron's retire-
ment was voluntary., But Nis Kknow!edge was im-
perfect. In fact he knew nothing about it, except
what was known to everyhody,

Rep.—Do you propose (o make any formal answer
to Mr, Wilson ?

Me(.—I do not know yet, It may become
necessary, and if so, 1 will settle the whole history of
Cameron going in and.out of the Cabinet, 6o that it
will henceforth stand unquestioned, 1 am [ally
advised a8 to how ne got in, who helped fim, and
what influences made them help him, and as fally
gdvised a8 to how he was driven out of it, with the
terrible seal of approbation of his removal fixed npon
the records of a Republican Congress, and to wois
day nnchallenged by a gingle Representative of the
people. 1f it shall be necessary to publisha reply
to Mr. Wilson to show that Cameron resigned the
Wiar OMce only after he had been removed, T will do
g0, Of that necessity 1 can judge {n a little time.

Rep.~How 18 [t that this question was not ralsed
nntll now?

McC,—Cameron never dared to raise it until after
the death of both Lincoln and Stanton. The first
attempt to force it upon the people in any tangible
form was in Wilson's first article, which was just
after the death of Stanton, Just how Cameron
was removed was not pablicly known at the time it
was done; but that he was driven out of the Cablinet
was known to all, and Congress, which was largely
Republican, followed his removal with a pointed
resolution of censure, which was adopted
by almost a two-thirds vote, More  would
have been Known about his removal but
for the fact that It was necessary to conceal
from the people the extent to which Cameron had
prostituted the pawer of the War Department, The
nation would have been in utter despair hiad the
true condition of things been understood, and
neither money nor men could have been obtalned,
Indeed, leading moneyed men of this city and New
York went to Washington and demanded Cameron’s
removal a8 a condition precedent to the negotiatien
of additlonal loans. Every effort was therefore
made by the administration to retire Cameron as
quietly as possible, and the mannfactured corres-
pondence was readily assented to by Mr, Lincoln.

Rep.—How {8 it that Cameron wields so muech
power with Grant ?

MeC,—It I8 in some respects inconsistent, and in
others entirely consistent, Grant voluntarlly and
positively assurcd Colonel Forney and I, just before
the Inauguration, that Cameron not only should not
control hig appointments, but that he would make
s appointments in  Pennsyivania so that the
people of the State wonld understand that he did
not control them. In this view Grant 18 in-

consigtent; but Grant |18 a Bourbon in poll-
tics; he has never learned anything, and,
of course, has forgotten nothing, and

guch men always drilt 0% the control of those
who walt and watch to beslime and swallow thelr
prey. Grant will, I donbt not, redeem himself some
time, for he does not mean o be dishonest; but it
may not be in time to prevent Demoeratic supre-
macy in the nation as his chief legacy to the
country.

Rep.—~What will Judge Black do?

McC,—I don’t know ; he does his own fighting in
his own way. His article was a very ambigunous or
doubtful tribute to Stanton. It may have been ine
tended to elicit just what Wilson gives, for the testi-
mony seeme to be overwhelming.

Hep.—Anytiing more ?

McC,—No! Good morning.

The Ewperor on His Defent,

A letter from Brussels In the Cologne Gaselle
says :—The Emperor Napoleon, as 1 hear, spoke very
upfavorably, during his residence In Belgiam, on the
conduct of his generals, Toa diplomatist who vis-
ited him at Namuor, he compiained bitterly of the
want of respect shown to him py them and of thelr
incompetency., To the French soldiery, as far as
bravery 18 concerned, he rendered Justice; but they
are oo little disciplined and quite unfit to resist
the Prussians, “I yleld full ho ," he sald, “to
the discipline and bravery . the Prussian troops,
Their discipline s constantly equal and (s only
surpassed by their coursge. Nothing ocan resiat
thein, and they will enter Parls, which cannot de-
fend ftself against them,” The Emperor did not ex-
press the least regret for what he had done. On the
way from Bouillon to Verviers, indeed, he sighed a
fdood deal ; bat to all with whom ne speke he showed
himsell extremely composed. On the whole, he
made the impression of & wan who is giad to have
eicaped a great danger, It |8 certain that he was at
the battie before Sedan on the 1st, It even scems
that at the last moment he wished to collect a troop
in order to dash on tne Bavarians, who stood op-
posite him; but It was lmpossible to carry
cut this plan, as the German artllle Wikd
too viclemt, In the army itself the E Pe-
ror latterly was generally desplsed. After the
buttle of dan the French would not hear him
Bpoken of ; the oMcers were particularly embittered
pgainst him, and did not even wish to hear what had
pecome of him, Some astonishment was exclted
here at the French oMeers captured at Sedan belng
allowed their liberty on condition of not serving
agaln in this war agaipst Prussia. It 18 thonght not
impossible that after their retarn to Irance part
of them in spite of thelr promise will be induced
aguin to take up the sword, A few French officers
eXpresged themselves, moreover, in this sense, and
thonght they would culy need to change thelr names
inorder to rlude discovery. AS an excuse for such
procedure they vleaded the King's condoct, who
sald he was only making war agalnst the Emperor
and pot against the French people, and §et conle
tinues it although the Emperor I8 put aside, The
